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LAST OF THE SIAMESE TWINS. 


Funeral Sermon Preached on the 9th 
Instant—Large Congregation of 
People Present—The Greatest 


Respect Manifested for the 
Deceased. 


[Salem, (N. C.) Press } 

The funeral sermon of the Siamese 
twins was preached by Elder William 
Turner, at White Plains mecting-house; 
four milessouth of Mt, Airy, on Sunday, 
9th instant. A very large number of 
people, and many from a considerable 
distance, agtended the service. 

Born in Siam, in the year 1811, of poor 
parentage, they were induced at the age 
of eighteen to come to this country by a 
Captain Coffin, in 1829. During the long 
voyage the captain learned them to speak 
the English language tolerably well. 

Their earlier rere were spent in ex- 
hibiting themselves in this country and 
in Europe, under the care of different 
persons, from which they accumulated 
a considerable income, which they in- 
vested in lands and bonds. 

Naturally these twins were intelligent, 
sprightly, and very hospitable at their 
homes. They married in Wilkes caunty, 
aud afterwards settled near Mt. Airy. 
They were highly esteemed as good cit- 
izens, and their word was as good as 
their bond, 

Much has been said to their detriment 
without any foundation whatever, and 
the general turnout of the neighborhood 
to pay them their last tribute of respect 
goes to show that where they were best 
known they were most esteemed. 

They were considered good business 
men and conducted their affairs with 
more than usual success. 

The families of the twins number as 
follows : 

Eng had twelve children, five daughters 
and seven sons. Five dead and seven 
living. Chang had ten children, seven 
daughters and three sons. Two of the 
chikiren are dead and eight living., Two 
of these, a girl and a boy, are deaf and 
dumb, and were educated at the insti- 
tute for the deaf and dumb and blind, at 
Raleigh. The girl, now a young lady, 
is married to atutor in the above institu- 
tion, and now resides in Raleigh... The 
boy, a fine, handsome little fellow, is still 
going to school, Another daughter is 
married to a Mr. Bolejack. All the oth- 
er children are unmarried. 

The impression that the twins adhered 
to their heathen faith is certainly a mis- 
take. They never connected themselves 
with any church, but acknowledged the 
supremacy of God and our reconcilia- 
with him through the death of Jesus 
Christ. , 

Ever since Chang was paralyzed in 
midocean, on their return from their las\ 
tour of exhibition, he was peevish, like 
most other men would be under like cir- 
cumstances. 

On the day before their death Chang 
was at his home, it being the last day of 
their three days’ term at his house; al- 
though Chang was troubled with a dis- 
tressing cough, they coulJ not be per- 
suaded to remain, but went to Eng’s, and 
experiencing a very unpleasent night, sat 
up nearly all the time, watched by a 
servant. At the earnest solicitation of 
Eng, Chang finally laid down, and al- 
most iminediately fell asleep. A short 
time thereafter he was noticed as strug- 
gling, and the family were called and 
tound him dead, and Eng awake and per- 
fectly conscious. Mrs. Chang was sent 
for and arrived a short time b-fore Eng 
died. They lived to the age of 63 years. 

This last tribute of respect to the 
memories of two of tue most remarKa- 
ble twins of our time is due, as much as 
has been said to their detriment and the 
circumstances attending their removal to 
Philadelphia ate open wounds in the 
hearts of the families of the deceased. 
The appearance of the bodies when they 
arrived from Philadelphia were natural 
and but very little changed from the time 
they left home. The ligament was never 
severed. 

Science has been satisfied, though at 
the expense of torturing the feelings of 
the family.

Singular Bond of Union Between 


Two Dayton Babes—A Greater 


Wonder than the Siamese 


Twins. 


[From the Chicago Times, | 

Dayton, Onto, August 21.—On the 
night of the Ist of August, Mrs. Mary 
Hess, wife of D. Hess, living at Potts- 
dam, Miami county, gave birth to twins, 
who, as natural curiosities, excel the far- 
famed Siamese children. They were both 
males and fully developed, their com- 
bined weight being thirteen and a half 
pounds. Each had a separate circula- 
tion, and they were in all respects two 
distinct persons, except in a union be- 
tween them, which was about as follows: 
The distance from the base of the skull 
to the point of union was one and a half 
inches on each side; the length of the 
union was four and a half inches, extend- 
ing to the umbilicus, there being one for 
both; the nipples were two and a half 
inches apart, and the nipple of the leit 
child was on its back; it was six inches 
from the joint of the right shoulder of the 
right child to the left shoulder of the left 
child; the circumference of the union was 
cighteen inches, and the entire length of 
the children was nineteen inches; the 
bond of union between the two was a 
bony substance.

Unlike the points of ocean departure, 
where receipts are counted of cotton 
which are really in transit, and which 
leaves behind at such points very little 
appreciable value, the cotton received 
and sold in the interior markets fur- 
nishes at once to the locality an avail- 
able capital. It becomes new life-blood 
to the body mercantile. Its presence is 
immediately recognized by the renewed 
energy and activity of business. By far 
its largest value is distributed into every 
avenue of trade with a rapidity that con- 
verts stagnation into energetic life. 

This element of speed has always been 
“an essential characteristic of the cotton 
trade of Atlanta. Old marts, with their 
slow routine, have repeatedly attempted 
to draw this young, lusty market into 
the same dreary rut,*but their representa- 
tives, who almost annually renew the 
«tlort, always come to grief. The fact 
is, the ways of Atlanta in the trade have 
alway been sut generis; she has had a 
peculiar way of believing that her own 
mode was the best for Atlanta.

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A HAREM SCANDAL. 


A Divorce Suit in High Tarkish 
Cireles. 
(Constantinople Letter, ring 25, to Montreal Ga- 
zette. 


A great scandal is at this moment the 


native and European society. The wife 
of Halil Scherif Pasha, nee Princess Na- 


fzil of Egypt, niece of the Khedive, and 


daughter of the Mustapha Fazyi Pash, 
has just separated herself from her hus- 
had, after a short married life of four- 
teen months. This beautiful and accom- 
plished lady is one of the very few Turk- 
ish women who have received a guod 
education. Brought up in the society of 
au most accomplished English lady, she 
is thoroughly conversant with English 
and French, speaking both languages 
fluently, and possessing a very respecta- 
ble knowledge of the literature of the 
two great Western nations. She is, be- 
sides, a good musician, and altogether a 
clever woman. Her father, like all the 
descendants of the great Mehemet Ali of 
Egypt, is a most enlightened man, and 
has given his three daughters a thorough- 
ly European education. But behold the 
result! This lady is too intelligent for a 
purely Mussulman husband—too deli- 
cately-minded to be merely the chief of 
a harem, And the marriage which, it 
was trumpeted abroad, would have an 
immense influence on Turkish female 
suciety, has in so short a time come to 
naught. Very lately the Princess dined 
with lady Elliot, the wife of the British 
ambassador, at the British Embassy, the 
first Mussulman woman who had ever 
entered and dinedthere. Her intluence, 
joined to that of her sister and a few 
other Turkish ladies, was really having 
a most beneficial effect on the domestic 
life of many of the higher Turkish fam- 
ilies, when unfortunately all has been 
rudely withered in the bud, for her hus- 
band’s conduct (although he is a Turk- 
ish Minister for Foreign Affairs, and has 
passed much of his time in Paris) became 
so bad that human nature could endure 
no more, her sense of propriety being 
oftended every day. It was impossible 
for an intelligent, pure-minded woman 
to live longer with him, and she was 
compelled to return to her father’s house, 
where she now lies dangerously ill. Her 
father, as well as her uncle, are dread- 
fully scandalized, and for this reason the 
latter did not come to Constantinople 
lately, as has always been his custom at 
the Sultan’s fete. No doubt steps will 
be taken in some way or other to punish 
an individual whom they imagined they 
were honoring by their alliance.

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Venus’ Fly Trap. 


This curious plant is indigenous to 
the low, sandy savannahis in the vicinity 
of Wilmington, N. C. It is not a very 
imposing affair—flourishing specimens 
attaining a hight not exceeding six or 
eight inches. The flower is of no es- 
pecial interest, being small and borne in 
a thin cluster on a slender scape—that is, 
a stem springing directly from the root. 
The leaves are the strange feature of the 
plant. Each one of these is tipped with 
an appendage shaped like the open covers 
of a book, with covers rounded, and the 
edges fringed with the stiff bristles or 
spires. In this appendage lies the won- 
der of the Dionwa. Touch any part of 
it with the lightest, swiftest stroke, and, 
like a’ flash, the two halves of the trap 
will spring together and interlace their 
bristled edges in a tenacious clap. The 
writer saw the experiment tried repeat- 
edly on some vigorous plants, which are 
the pride of the conservatory of Dr. Asa 
Gray, in Cambridge, and the delight of 
theirowner’s heart. It required extreme 
celerity of movement on the part of the 
experimenter to avoid having the bits of 
stick with which he touched the surface 
of the tap caught in its quick clutch. 

Let an insect alight on this trap, and 
its doom is surely sealed. The action of 
the trap isso instantaneous and unex- 
pected that in every case, almost without 
exception, the insect is caught and se- 
curely held. Struggle as it may, it is 
enclosed within the walls of a living 
tomb, which will never open until its 
body is literallyconsumed. Immediate- 
ly upon closing on a palpitating victim, 
the sides of the trap, which are at first 
concave, begin to flatten and press in 
upon the caged creature, until they have 
strangled or crushed it. Then a muci- 
laginous fluid is discharged from the 
pores of the trap,‘which, enveloping the 
insect, act upon it like gastic juice, dis- 
solving and reducing it to a condition 
fit for assimulation. In this state the 
insect is absorbed by the leaf, and the 
phenomenon is demonstrated of a vege- 
table fattened upon animal food. Many 
leaves seem to be gorged with a single 
meal, remaining inactive thereafter, and 
gradually dying away. Others with more 
voracious appetite and strenger diges- 


}tive powers will capture a second, and 


even a third insect, and leave only a tiny 
lunch of reluse to tell of their ghoulish 
teasts. 

When the trap closes upon nothing— 
that is when they themselves are the vic- 
tims of a cheat, and springing together 
from the irritation purposely produced by 
a skillful experimenter—they do not us- 
ually opsn under 24 hours. Probably it 
requires that length of time for them to 
recover from their surprise and disap- 
pointment, and from the exhauston of 
their intense etfort. But when they shut 
upon an insect their doors continue 
locked for a week, during which period 
the process of digestion and absorption 
is being performed. Mr. Darwin has 
been for some time engaged in a series 
of Dionza with the most interesting 
results, ag we may know from his re- 
markably minuw and patient methods 
of, observation. He bas proved that the 
fiitid secreted by the glands in the two 
lobes of the trap is almost precisely sim- 
ilar in composition and in action to the 
gastic juice secreted in the stomach.

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AFTER THE SERMON. 


In Holland at present there are 159 
Evangelical parishes without pastors. As 
soon as a candidate in any of these par- 
ishes passes examination for admission to 
the ministry he receives a score or more 
of calls. 

An interesting superintendent of one of 
the Sunday schools at St. Albans, Vt., 
was engaged last Sunday in catechizing 
the scholars, varying the usual form by 
beginning at the end of the catechism. 
After asking what were the prerequisite 
of the holy communion and confirmation, 
and receiving satisfactory replies; he 
asked: ‘‘And now, boys, tell me what 
must precede baptism?” Whereupon a 
lively urchin shouted out: *‘A baby, sir.” 

The cure of Lourdes is making appeals 
tothe public for aid for his church, 
which is ina very ruinous condition. 
The old church of Lourdes was built in 
950, and was then amply large enough 
for the limited population of the town, 
which has now increased from 1000 to 
5000 inhabitants. The cure wishes to 
build anew church large enough for his 
flock. The town of Lourdes is situated 
some distance from the famous shrine. 

There has been much discussion recent- 
ly over the statistics of the church of Si 0 - 
land, and several estimates have been 
made. The following by Rev. Nr. John- 
stone is accepted as substautially correct; 
Population of Scotland in 1872, 3,394,- 
000; members of the established church, 
1,068,000; other presbyterian bodies, 1,- 
299,000; other denominations, 202,000; 
total evangelical population , 2,554,000; 
Roman Catholics, 290,000; Socinian and 
other sects, 10,000; neglected ordinances, 
530,000. 

The next Anglican church congress 
will be held at Brighton, opening Octo- 
ber 6th. The president, the bishop of 
Chichester, will open the proceedings 
with an address, after which the Old 
Catholic movement in Europe will be 
discussed by the bishop of Winchester, 
the dean of Chester, aud others. Among 
the other subjects to be considered are : 
Home missions, foreign missions, church 
patronage, convocations of the church 
of England, education, diocesan synods, 
church finance, and skepticism. This 
body has no legislative power, and meets 
simply tor discussion. 

The Rev. O. Green, a Presbyterian 
missionary at Yokohama, denies that the 
government of Jupan gives unlimited 
treedom to the Christian missionaries to 
teach. He says: The law against Chris- 
tianity has not been abrogated. There 
is no religious toleration. The people are 
somewhat restrained, by fear of the law, 
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from resorting to missionaries to be 
taught. We foreigners are prevented by 


law from living among the natives, nor 
can we live anywhere save in a little cor- 
ner in each of the open ports, called the 
‘‘foreign concession;” but we dare not go 
among the people to the limit of twenty- 
five miles from each of these seven Cities 
—there is the legal boundary. . 

The gathering of the various Metho- 
dist bodies at the Round Lake Camp- 
meeting is likely to have more important 
results than was anticipated. It has 
been said that it has done more to bring 
the northern and southern Methodists on 
good terms than all the efforts that have 
been mads for the past thirty-five years. 
The Rev. Dr. McFerrin, a distinguished 
member of the Southern church, writes 
of it: ‘‘I think the meeting was a grand 
success, and did 
feeling of christian fraternity among the 
various Methodist families. * * * The 
greetings were cordial, and the inter- 
change of christian sentiment delight- 
ul.’ 


Rev. Mr. Punshon thus describes an 
Indian village which he had seen on Van- 
couver’s island: ‘‘There were two streets 
called ‘Heathen’ and ‘Christian.’ The 
Heathen street was next to the river, and 
consisted of shanties, with a door, in- 
deed, and a chimney to each, but no win- 
dows. The door and the chimney formed 
the only orifices. Here five, six, some- 
times ten families herded together. In 
Christian One saw white cottages, in 
which the institution of the family ap- 
peared, with something of the industries 
ot civilized life, and giving one the idea 
ofahome. Old fathers of sixty years of 
age were in Heathen street, but their 
sons were in Christian street, and, as the 
gospel continues to be preached, there is 
a little emigration going on by persons 
passing from the former to the latter.” 

Queen Victoria is the legal head of the 
Episcopal church of England and the 
Presbyterian church of Scotland. When 
she is in England her Presbyterianism is 
technically called ‘‘dissent,” and when 
in Scotland her Episcopalianism there be- 
comes ‘‘dissent.”” She hasa morbid ha- 
tred of ritualism. The prince of Wales 
is inclined to ritualistic ceremonies, while’ 
his eldest sister, the princess of Germany, 
isa Lutheran; his brother-in-law, Lord

The year of 1874 will be long remem- 
bered as the year of extreme heat and 
large quantity of rain. 49.50 inches of 
rain has already fallen, and only two- 
thirds of the year has passed, com- 
pared with 53.79, and 49.88 forthe years 
of 1872 and 1873.* The average of these 
amounts is 49.50 inches; just what we 
have bad for eight months this year. 
Is this caused by the comet, or does it 
forshadow the success of southern 
rights? Upto the 2ist day of August, 
only 4 an inch of rain had fallen during 
the month. On the 22d 2 inches fell in 
two hours, and we had several showers 
afterwards. Then for two days it was 
clear and cool. On the 27th a slow, driz- 
zling rain began at 2 Pp. M. . As we write, 
forty-eight hours afterwards, it is still 
raining. Over four inches have already 
fallen and there is no prospect of its 
clearing up. The rain has been slow, 
but constant, scarcely stopping a mo- 
ment during the two days and nights. 
This has been by far the largest quantity 
of rain that has fallenin one week, at 
this place, in five years. Thermometer 
is 63 at noon to-day.

The report 
should have been as free from any ap- 
pearance of Bins as a carefully written 
judicial decision. In point of fact, how- 
ever, it bears, In Many parts, a close re- 
semblance to the pleading of an advocate 
for the defense. Asa whole it can only 
be compared to a charge which might 
be delivered to a jury by a judge strong.

cused. The Times, however, considers 
that any legal tribunal would have been 
compelled to adopt the verdict that the 
evidence in the case fails to sustain the 
charces. :

The Tribune holds that Tilton failed 
to make out his case. The letters 
he presented are suspicious but not con- 
vincing. It believes the verdict of the 
commiitee to be justified by facts in the 
evidence. . 

The World reviews the committee’s 
report at length, and arrives at the same 
conclusion as did the committee, but 
claimethat Tiltton’s charges are pet sus- 
tained by evidence, and that thé better 
iudgmient of intelligent people had al- 
readyenabled them to arrive at this con- 
clusion. 

The Herald is not at all satisfied with 
the result of the investigation. It pre- 
sumes that Beecher is guilty until he 
proves his innocence, 2s culprits gener- 
ally are held to be guilty until their in- 
nogence fs proven. But the Herald ar- 
gues thatthis case is not to be deter- 
mined on this standard of justice. 

Plymouth church had to retain Beech- 
er in Plymouth pulpit, because the con- 

regation was ready to condemn any of- 
ense rather than lose their most eloquent 
and popular preacher, and they wished 
to make their course consistent with the 
defense of hich moral standards of 
Christianity, and so they retained their 
pastor. 

The examination of Beecher by the 
Plymouth committee resulted as was an- 
ticipated, and therefore created no sur- 
prise among the friends and members of 
Plymouth church, and the majority of 
the citizens of Brooklyn. It isaccepted 
as sufficient, but there are a very large 
number of citizens in New York are so 
enthusiastic over the result that, while 
they don’t sympathize with Tilton and 
Moulton in the least, they think that the 
censure which the committee indulged 
in.might well have been left out; and 
that Tilton should at least have had some 
representatsves in the committee, which 
he had not; and, on the whole, there- 
fore, the verdict is only partially satis- 
factory, and is not regarded as ending 
the case.

Shipments of Grain.

PHILaDELPHIA, August 29.—During. the 
past month 350,000 bushels of grain have 
been shipped for Europe from this port by 
the American line of steamers alone. The 
receiprs of flour and grain by the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad from the west have been 
unusually large. A few days since, sixteen 
hundred cars were on the track in west 
Philadelphia, forming a temporary blockade, 

The extent of the panic of last Sep- 
tember is graphically portrayed in the 
commercial statistics for 1872 and 1873. 
The amount of liabilities of those who 
failed in the former year is estimated at 
$121,000,000, and for the latter at $280,- 
000,000. Five thousand one hundred 
and eighty-three persons, firms and cor- 
porations contributed to the financial 
distress of 1873. Of these failures about 
one-eighth of the whole number occur- 
red in New York city, and involved the 
loss of $95,500,000, or about one-third 
of the whole amount of the losses. This 
disproportion indicates, at the same time, 
the immense business of that city, and 
the amount of wild and reckless specu- 
lation.— Commercial,

THE GIBSON MASSACRE. 


No Further Trouble Apprehended 
and Volunteers not Needed. 


How and Where the Frst Six Vice 
tims Were Found. 


Wholesale Slaughter of the Other 
Ten. 


(Nashville Union.) 


Gov. Brown telegraphed the sheriff of 
Gibson county yesterday morning to 
know if any assistance was needed, and 
about 11 4. mM. received a dispatch stating 
that all was quiet and that no further 
trouble was expected. 

STATEMENT OF AN EYE-WITNESS. 


A Union and American reporter inter- 
viewed a gentleman direct from Trenton 
yesterday, and obtained from him the 
following statement of the murderous 
doing of last Tuesday night: 

I happened to be in Trenton on the 
night of the occurrence, But to give 
you a correct idea of the affair, Ill tell 
you the situation, 

The jail is a new iron and brick struc- 
ture recently completed, standing on the 
northeast corner of the public square, 
The Hick house stands on the southwest 
corner, and the courthouse, with yard 
surrounding, occupies the centre of the 
sguare. Ihada front room at the Hicks 
house, and was wakened out of a sound 
sleep by a voice, shouting ‘‘Clese up, 
there; don’t you hear? D—n you close 
up there!” At the same time, I heard 
the rattle of horse’s hoofs. 

Springing from my bed, I saw through 
the window a band of about eighty 
mounted men galloping in from the south- 
east corner of the square, swinging 
around in front of the hotel, then to the 
right, toward the jail. ‘‘Halt!” ‘Keep 
everybody off!’ came the command in 
the clear, ringing voice of the leader. 
Then a knocking at the jail door, dis- 
tinctly audible across the square, for it 
was near one o'clock, and everything 
quiet. Knock, Knock, rattled against the 
door, and the leader calling “Mr. Alex- 
ander!” “‘Mr. Alexander!” ‘‘We won't 
break in, men, but we must get in.” Up 
to this time I thought it was a sheriff's 
posse bringing in more prisoners from 
Pickettsville, sixteen being already in 
there under charge of being connected 
with the shooting on Saturday night. 
Startled by the words, ‘‘We'll not break 
in, men,” I dressed and went down, but 
could not see a soul on the street. I saw, 
however, the long row of horses and men 
in front of the jail, the group at the jail 
door; heard the hum of voices along the 
line, the command ‘‘keep back,” and re- 
tired towards the hotel. 

Here I met two other just awekened 
men, and seeing some slip over among 
the trees of the court-yard, we all started, 
but went over to the opposite side of the 
Square—going towards the jail, until a 
sepulchral voice halloed, ‘*Halt!’ and we 
stopped. I saw now that the men were 
masked, and understood their mission. 
They were after the sixteen negroes, and 
Were growing more vociferous in their 
call for the jailer, while continually, froin 
one end ot the line to the other, men 
were yelling in hollow tones, ‘‘Watch 
out, watch out!” ‘“‘Halt, no excitement 
mere.” . 

‘“‘WE MEAN BUSINESS.” 
- 

The mules and horses of the dismount- 
cd men were grouped along the line. A 
few outside the line were riding up and 
down, exchanging words with the few 
town people gathered about at asafe dis- 
tance, When suddenly there was a com- 
mand, “Fifteen men follow me!” and a 
lot of men dashed away on foot from the 
jail door across the street into the court- 
housc, from whence they soon 
issued = again, blowing a _ shrill 
Whistle, uttering yells of triumph, 
and rushing back to the jail, 
dashed into the jail door. Then there 
was momentary quiet followed .by exul- 
tant expressions from those outside. I 
passed around and) got into the court- 
yard.on the face directly opposite the 
jail, which was only across the street. 
The full moon lit up the indescribable 
scene, obscured by occasional clouds, 
and horses, mules,men and most of the 
yroteque costumes, were distinctly visi- 
ble. Ten ortwenty town péople were 
inside the court-yard, intently watching 
the scene. A fewonthe fence kept upa 
running banter of words with some of 
the masked party, as ‘“‘hello, ain't you 
thirsty 2?” “Come and take a drink,” 
‘‘look at the old gal,” (referring to one 
with a black gown on,) “‘say Bob Lee. 
thought you was killed at Shiloh.” An- 
swered in assumed voice, ‘‘yes, I was 
killed at Shiloh, but I’m here,” ‘‘we are 
ready,” ete. 

In the meantime, darkness and quiet 
scemed to be in the jail, Itwas difticult 
to think offthat Guy Fawkes crowd enact- 
ing theterrible tragedy that soon fol- 
lowed. About2 o’clock there was a rush 
at the door of the jail—a whistle sounded 
—the order ‘‘mount !” -givern, and we saw 
a dark looking group being pushed ahead 
of the column, which was immediately 
put in motion directly eastward.

Four were dead 
but the pulse of two still beat. Matches 
were lit, and by the flitting light we ex- 
amined them, called to them, but no an- 
swer. Finally a motion, the ropes bind- 
ing their hands are cut, and both groaned 
and then spoke. Water was called for 
and brought in a hat, and the wounded 
men placed in as comfortable a position 
as possible and a physician sent for, I 
went back. 
UTTERLY HORRIFIED. 

On my way tothe hotel 1 saw some ne- 
gro women and begged them to go to the 
wounded men, but they were too thor- 
oughly frightened. 

About ten 4. M. &@ young man came 
dashing into Trenton with the fearful 
news that 800 armed negroes were march- 
ing on Trenton to avenge the killing of 
the negroes last night. There wasa mo 
mentary paralysis as men thought of the 
possible entry of such a body of infuri- 
ated, blood-thirsty negrocsjint town. 
There were blanched faces of strong men 
as they shut stores. left the strects and 
shops and hurried home. Swift curries 
shot out on the road, one by one, with 
awful dread on their faces; women and 
children gathered in groups, trembling 
with terror at danger so awful. One 
group of iadies I had seen a few minutes 
before come in on a visit all radiant, now 
they were in tearful despair. The teach- 
ert’ institute, in session here, broke up in- 
Stantly,and the male members either went 
to their families or to secure guns, Men 
hurried to and fro as if in painful uncer- 
tainty whether to gather on the square, 
or stay with the loved ones. 

The very air seemed nervous with fear- 
ful Pg mpeg Those that secured 
guns finally began to mass on the square. 
New scouts were sent out, ammunition 
divided, and .Maj. Gay soon had sixty 
men with all manner of. fire arms from 
old single-barrelled pistols to a double- 
barrelled shot gun, in line. He com- 
menced at once to drill them and form a 
nucleus for the constantly arriving re- 
cruits. Fear began to vanish as the peo- 
ple saw their means of defense, 
and the first chill of terror was over. 
The scouts began to return, too, without 
having scenany negro troops. Still, they 
“had heard.”’ Doubters arose with each 
acression of assurance, and two wagon 
loads of badly frightened women and 
girls, were not enough to renew the 
fight when it was found that they too, 
hud only “heard,” but they had heard 
greatSthings and had left theis homes at a 
moment's notice. 

By this time doubts of any armed ne- 
groes being about were openly expressed, 
and some even suggested the 

THE MASKED MEN 
had sent in the report to cover up their 
tracks. 

Finally after an age of apprehension, 
terrors, blood resolves and dreams of 
carnage, attended by all the circumstances 
of the most horrid possible war, the ter- 
rible report was boiled downto some- 
thing like these facts: Some three or 
four negroes called in the morning ona 
farmer named Gleason, living about five 
miles from Trenton. Ile was in the field 
and Mrs. Gleason sent the negroes to him: 
while they were’ there another 
small party of negroes (none of 
whom are said to have been armed) came 
up. Mrs. Gleason, influenced by the 
unquietness inthe community, sueceeding 
the affair of Saturday night, at once be- 
came tensified, blew her horn and alarmed 
the neighbors, to whom rushing in she 
told her fears, which grew at once into 
all manner of frightful rumors, among 
which I heard at Pickettsville that her 
house was surrounded and she and other 
women murdered; that 500 armed ne- 
groes were marching on Pickettsville and 

renton, etc. 

I went from Trenton to Humboldt and 
from there to Pickettsville, and found ap- 
prehensions, fears and excitement, but 
could not ascertain of any actual fighting 
or any one being hurt or molested. : 

‘“‘And what did you understand had 
been done with the ten negroes carried 
away by the masked men?” inquired the 
reporter. 

‘I understood that they were all shot 
a few miles out from Trenton,” was the 
reply. ‘‘I might mention here that every 
manu I talked to, without a single excep- 
tion, denounced this outrage. 


Temple Bar. 

The nerves of London were yesterday 
thrown in a flutter by a report that poor 
Temple Bar showed symptoms of col- 
lapse. The rumor proved correct, and 
so great is the respect entertained for the 
venerable but inconvenient structure, 
that crowds of persons gathered on the 
spot inthe fond expectation that they 
might have the luck of witnessing its last 
moments. They were, however, doomed 
to disappointment, for, although in the 
earlier part of the day Temple Bar was 
evillently sinking fast, it was in the after- 
noon supported by props and the latest 
bulletins pronounced it to be, if not out 
of danger, at least, as well as can be ex- 
pected. Its most distressing symptoms 
ig an evident tendency to bury itself be- 
Heath the ground; andif left to itself 
there can be little doubt it would par- 
tially effect its object. The question re- 
mains whether it is not injudicious and 
unfeeling to interfere with it. Of course 
it must not be allowed to injure any one 
by its descent, but ifit is bndlisieh 1 deme 
down it might be as weil to let it have its 
own way. There can be little doubt that 
it has been seriously affected by the in- 
tended demolition of Northumberland 
House, and probably argues that jf age 
commands no respect at one end of the 
Strand, it is not likely to command much 
at the other. The fate of the Northum- 
berland House to-day may be its own to- 
morrow, and rather than submit to the 
indignity of being pulled down, it wisel 
yo coming down of its own Frm § 
f, however, its life isto be prolonged, 
it should at least be treated with the con- 
sideration due to its years. It has not 
had any head stuck ovgr it for more than 
acentury. The last .,heads that adorned 
it were those of Fletcher and Townley, 
whose devotion to Prince Charlie led to 
their decapitation. These two heads re- 
mained above the gateway till 1672, 
when they fell down, and Temple Bar 
has since been headless. Perhaps it 
would like a head or two occasionally; 
and though we have no rebels’ heads 
available, we have a constant supply of 
Thames mystery heads that would an-

Meantime, Rev. Mr. Currier, the only 
person in Ameriéa, beside the young wife, 
who knew of the transaction, died, and 
his secret died with him, Another year 
passed, and five, then ten, almost twenty, 
and still the waited-for husband did not 
return to make good his promise, nor 
did any tidings, we understand, reach 
the ears of Candace concerning him. 
At last, in March last, we believe, 
through the instrumentality of a personal 
advertisement in one of the New York 
papers, the long silence was broken, and 
tidings for which the Dundee _ bride, 
now grown to almost middle age, had so 
long waited, were received. 

DEATH OF 81R JOHN GORDON TALMADGE. 

It appears that the return of Sir John 
to England without his American wife 
was for the purpose of arranging matters 
satisfactorily with his parents, who he 
knew would be indisposed to receive his 
bride if she were taken to them without 
prior knowledge of their son's step. 
Shortly after his return home it happened 
that while out riding with his mother one 
day the horses took fright, ran away, 
threw the two out, killing his mother, 
and very. seriously injuring Sir John. 
From this affliction, however, he recov- 
ered partially, and in due time set out for 
America to reclaim his wife. As if. ad- 
verse fate directed his every movement, 
when he reached Liverpool he was taken 
severely ill, and for along time he lay 
vacillating, as it were, between life and 
death. Though recovering, his illness.so 
preyed upon his mind that he became de- 
mented, in which condition he lived all 
these years, unable to make known the 
object for which he was journeying whcn 
sickness overtook him. 

In the latter part of last winter sanity 
strangely returned to the atllicted man, 
but only for a short interval before death 
relieved him of that life which had been 
a burden, During this lucid interval re- 
collection of his earlier life came back to 
him, and the secret wife in Dundee was 
uppermost in his thoughts. He made 
Known to his brother, now Sir Alfred 
Talmadge, the true story of his marriage 
in this country, willed his immense for- 
tune of $4,000,000, half to his brother 
and sister, and the other half to his wife, 
incase she might be found alive. He 
further pledged his brother to send a 
special messenger to America for the pur- 
pose of hunting up his wife. 

HUNTING THE BRIDE OF TWENTY YEARS 
AGO. 

In pursuance of these pledges, a mes- 
senger was, as early as possible after the 
demise of Sir John, despatched to this 
country with instructions to find the 
bride by advertisement or by personal 
search. The advertising was done, as 
we have seen, but the messenger, follow- 
ing the directions given him by the hus- 
band before death, came from New York 
to Dundee soon after landing. At the 
latter place he found the parents of the 
lady, who directed him to Elmira, where 
she was then visiting. This was in the 
latter part of May last. On arriving in 
this city the messenger inquired for the 
residence of Charles Rowland, brother- 
in-law of the lady whom he sought. He 
repaired to that gentleman’s residence, 
457 East Water street, where he found 
the long-waiting and long-sought bride 
of twenty years ago. The lady happen- 
ed to be alone at the time the messenger 
called. The commingling of astonish- 
ment, pleasure and sorrow which con- 
tended for mastery as the sadly romantic 
history of her long-ago bridegroom was 
unfolded, can be better imagined than 
told. 

LADY TALMADGE, 


Soon after this denouement Mrs. Tal- 
madge went to Washington, where she is 
now living with another sister. Mrs. 
Rowland was at first reluctant to say 
much about the affair, ‘but she finally 
talked freely and interestingly concern- 
ing her sister’s romance. She stated that 
the messenger from England left with her 
sister a considerable package; also letters 
and documents from her late husband. 
She said Candace talked little about the 
strange events, and it was probable she 
had gone to Washington for tke purpose 
of avoiding impertinent inquiries. Mrs. 
Talmadge had expressed herself entirely 
satisfied with the results of the strange 
messengers’s visit, but whether or not the 
documents contained a conveyance of the 
half of Sir John’s estate, as it has been 
said he left it, Mrs. Rowland was not pre- 
ared to say. It is understood by her 
rieads that she will before a great while 
be visited by her brother-in-law, Sir Al- 
tred Talmadge, with whom she will go 
to England to possess her vast estate.

SoWING GRASS SEED FOR PERMANENT 
PasTURE.—A ccrrespondent at Danville, 
Va., propounds the following, to which 
We subioin reply: 

‘T have about ten acres in corn, which 
has been thoroughly cuiuva.ed and tue 
crop is doing anely The soil is a sandy 
loam, well drained, lies immediately ou 
the river, produces corn, Oats, OF Wueat, 
and never fails to make a good crup. 
The ten acres | wesi to seed down to 
gruss for permanent meadow about the 
firstof October. With the above facts 
will you turnish the formuiu’ State dis- 
tinetly the quantity und variety of seed 
to the acre.” 

For a permanent pasture we would re- 
commend the sowing this autumn, on 
each acre, one bushel of orchard grass, 
one gallon timothy seed, half a galloa ot 
white clover, and six pounds of Kentucky 
bluegrass. in the spring sow one gal- 
lon of clover seed peracre. The ground 
should be well prepared. 

ADVICE TO FARMERS.—<An experience 
“cotton seller” of Albany sends us the 
following advice to farmers for puplica- 
tion: 

Have your gin and brush in good or- 
der. 

Gather your cotton clear and dry, and 
gin it dry to avoid napping. 

Pack your cotton as cl u of gin tags 
as possile ut 2 your cotton 
the sinau amount of motes that falls un- 
der the gin tlue. 

Don’t gin up your nice cotton and cot- 
ton gathered ufter a rain together. 

Don't, if possible, put two kinds of cot- 
ton in the same Wale, and above every- 
thing don’t put up mixed cotton or faise 
packed. 

_ Gather your cotton as early as possible. 
Poor cotton will be hard to sell this sea- 
son at any price.— Dawson Journal.

The Widow of Henry J. Raymond 
Robbed. 


(From the Brookly Eagle.) 


A daring highway robbery was com- 
mitted this morning in Adelphi street. 
Tue victim was Mrs. Juliet Raymond, 
the widow of the great journalist, Henry 
J. Raymond, the founder of the New 
York Times. The lady has just returned 
from an extended absence in Europe, 
und has taken up her residence tempora- 
rily with frlepds at No. 363 Adelphi 
street. At about ten o’clock this morn- 
ing, Mrs. Raymond started out in com- 
pany With a lady friend, intending to 
lake a Gates avenue car and ride to the 
ferry. She carried her pocketbook and 
u fiity cent stamp in her left band, and a 
valice in her right hand. They walked 
uloug Adciphi street to Greene avenue, 
a distance of half a block, and there be- 
ing no car in sight on the down track, 
stood near the curb stone 1n conversation. 
Neither lady paid any attention to a 
poorly dressed young man who came 
ucross the avenue in front of them, and 
were consequently taken completely by 
surprise When in passing them he turned 
suddenly and snatched the stamps and 
pocketbook from Mrs. Raymond’s hand 
and ran quickly off with the booty in the 
direction of DeKalb avenue. 

Mrs. Raymond gave a scream, and her 
friend exclaimed: ‘‘Why, that man has 
taken your pocketbook.” A crowd 
quickly col.ected and gave chase to the 
iesperate thief, and at that moment, 
from acar going up town, jumpted Cap- 
tain McLaughlin, who had been down to 
police headquarters making his morning 
cull on the superintendent. A half a 
dozen citizens told him what had hap- 
pened in a breath, when like an arrow 
from a bow the fleet-tooted officer was af- 
ter the thict. ‘The fellow was now over 
half a block distant, and in a fair way of 
escaping from his pursuers, at whom he 
frequently luunched threats of ‘‘shoot- 
ing their neds off if they stopped him.”
